It does. not 
seem that all the people living in 
a large city could have been bad, 
and you remember the Lord prom­ 
ised Abraham that if there w*ere 
IO good persons in Sodom, He 
would spare it for their sakes. 
Since Abraham’s time the wick­ 
edness had greatly increased in 
the cities. Those living there were 
guilty of the vilest sins. 
"Then the Lord rained upon 
Sodom and upon Gomorrah brim­ 
stone and fire from the Lord out 
of heaven; And He overthrew 
those cities, and all the plain, and 
all the inhabitants of the cities, 
and that which grew upon the 
ground.” 
The vale of Siddim, where these 
cities were located, is thought to 
have abounded in asphalt and 
other combustible rn: erials, and 
the district was liable to earth­ 
quakes 
and 
volcanic 
eruptions 
from the earliest to the latest 
times. 
During 
these 
eruptions, 
ac­ 
cording to the historian, J osephus, 
the Salt sea sends up in many 
places black masses of asphalt, 
which look somewhat like head­ 
less bulls in shape. This lake lies 
in the lowest part of the valley of 
the J ordan, and its surface lies 
about 1,300 feet below* the sea's 
level. 
m Cities Wiped Out 
We do not know what this rain 
was that is so described by the 
writer of Genesis, whether it was 
burning pitch, lightning, or a vol­ 
canic eruption. w*hich destroyed 
all this region, but the cities were 
w’iped out completely. 
"Be sure your sins will find you 
out," is not an idle maxim. It is 
true. If you live what your con­ 
science calls a wrong way, you 
cannot be happy, and if you con­ 
tinue to live like that, doing things 
you know are wicked, you never 
will really enjoy life, and in the 
end the sins and unhappiness will 
destroy you as surely as Sodom 
and Gomorrah were destroyed. 
This isn’t just "moral talk"; it is 
true. It is the law of life. 
The 
verses 
in 
Deuteronomy 


32:31-33, are taken from the Song 
of Moses which he uttered shortly 
before 
hi3 death, warning the 
Israelites to be true to the living 
God, whom he designates as the 
Rock. "For their rock is not as 
cur Rock, Even our enemies them­ 
selves being judges," he says. The 
gods of other peoples was not as 
the Lord God of Israel, 
is his 
meaning, as even their enemies 
acknowledged on several occa­ 
sions. 
He compares Israel’s privileges 
with those of the pagan people 
around them, saying that these 
people were of the same type as 
the wicked of the tu?o destroyed 
cities. 
Our lesson is entitled, "The Al­ 
cohol Problem: Past and Present." 
In the verses assigned to us from 
Amos, the w riter pictures the lux­ 
urious life of the rich and thought­ 
less in that day. 
They Take Their Ease 
They "lie upon beds of Ivory," 
he says, "and stretch themselves 
upon the couches, and eat the 
lambs out of the flock, and the 
calves out ’of the midst of the 
stall; 
"That sing idle songs to the 
viol; that invent for themselves 
instruments of music, like David; 
"That drink wine in bowls, and 
anoint themselves with the chief 
oils; but they are not grieved for 
the affliction of J oseph." 
Stretching themselves out on 
luxurious couches inside of sitting 
to eat; drinking great bowls of 
intoxicating liquor, instead 
q f the 
usual goblets; eating of the best 
food in the land, while others went 
cold, tired and hungry, and they 
took no heed. These were the sins 
for which it is said, "Woe unto 
them," and they are told, "they 
now go captive with the flrst that 
go captive; and the revelry of 
them that stretched themselves 
shall pass away." 
In the whole history of the 
world, the alcohol problem has 
been with us. Following in its 
wake have come many other prob­ 
lems. Expenditures for intoxicat­ 
ing liquors top those for educa­ 
tion; there are many more sa­ 
loons than there are churches, and 
billions of dollars are spent on al­ 
cohol. Arrests for drunkenness; 
accidents and deaths, as well as 
crimes, all are laid at the door of 
excessive drinking. It ruins people 
physically and morally. It is in­ 
deed literally (rue as our Golden 
Tt xt says, that, "The way of the 
wicked shall perish."

The farmer will have to produce 
his 
own nitrates 
for his 
small 
* grains now, and he can do this by 
growing legumes 
combined with 
potash and phosphorus fertilizers. 
It will usually pay to inoculate 
the 
seed of 
legumes, so as 
to 
? make sure that they will manu- 
, facture and store atmospheric ni­ 
trogen in the soiL You can buy 
reliable inoculating material now 
for any legume, from reliable seed 
. dealers and they are good invest­ 
ments, on most farms, especially 
where the limed legumes are not 
as 
vigorous as 
they should 
be. 
Tills may be caused by insuffici­ 
ent inoculation. 
Investigate this 
before you sow your clover seed. 
It isn’t too early to be thinking 
about this, either, for In most 
cases, it will pay to sow clover 
earlier 
than we 
do. Some 
men 
who rarely ever fall to get a good 
crop of clover, sow In J anuary 
and early in the month, too. 
Of coulee there are some excep­ 
tions to using a farm practice like 
this. One of them is on good bot­ 
tom land, already high in nitro­ 
gen from 
flood water. 
Land of 
this 
kind, seeded 
to wheat and 
sow’ed in clover In J anuary, will 
have so much clover In the bot­ 
toms of the sheaves most years, 
that the binder will pick it up. and 
if combining is delayed for even 
a week or ten days, the clover will 
be up In the wheat so high that It 
will be Impossible to do a good 
J ob, and it may be impossible to 
cut the crop at all.

A New Corn Harvester 
Last year about this time I was 
on a southern Ohio farm, and the 
owner and operator was cutting 
two rows of corn at a time, with 
his corn harvester or sled cutter, 
as he described it, and be was do­ 
ing a very good job. He rode on 
the cutter, which cut the stalks 
and held them upright from one 
shock to the next, and then all he 
had to do was to push back a 
metal arm, remove the com and 
set it up, “ I can almost do the 
work of two men with this ma­ 
chine, and not work a* hard as I 
w-ould using an old fashioned sled 
cutter", se said, as he explained 
it to me. , 
I learned yesterday that two 
more of these machines are being 
made by a local man. This ma­ 
chine should be on the market and 
be made available to any corn belt 
farmer who wanted to buy it, for 
it really works and is a time and 
labor saver.

"BUT THE men of Sodom were 
wicked and sinners before the 
Lord exceedingly.” It does, not 
seem that all the people living in 
a large city could have been bad, 
and you remember the Lord prom­ 
ised Abraham that if there were 
IO good persons in Sodom, He 
would spare it for their sakes. 
Since Abraham’s time the wick­ 
edness had greatly increased In 
the cities. Those living there were 
guilty of the vilest sins. 
“Then the Lord rained upon 
Sodom and upon Gomorrah brim­ 
stone and fire from the Lord out 
of heaven; And He overthrew 
those cities, and all the plain, and 
all the inhabitants cf the cities, 
and that winch grew' upon the 
ground.” 
The vale of Siddim. where these 
cities were located, is thought to 
have abounded in asphalt and 
other combustible materials, and 
the district was liable to earth­ 
quakes and volcanic eruptions 
from the earliest to the latest 
times. 
During 
these 
eruptions, 
ac­ 
cording to the historian. Josephus, 
the Salt sea sends up in many 
places black masses of asphalt, 
which look somewhat like head­ 
less bulls in shape. This lake lies 
in the lowest part of the valley of 
the Jordan, and its surface lies 
about 1,300 feet below the sea’s 
level. 
♦ a n e s Wiped Out 
We do not know what this rain 
was that la ao described by the 
writer of Genesis, whether it was 
burning pitch, lightning, or a vol­ 
canic eruption, w’hich destroyed 
all this region, but the cities were 
wiped out completely. 
“Be sure your sins will And you 
out,” la not an idle maxim. It is 
true, If you live what your con­ 
science calls a wrong way, you 
cannot be happy, and if you con­ 
tinue to live like that, doing things 
you know are wicked, you never 
will really enjoy life, and in the 
end the ains and unhappiness will 
destroy you as surely as Sodom 
and Gomorrah were destroyed. 
This isn't just “moral talk”; it is 
true. It is the law of life. 
The verses 
in 
Deuteronomy 


32:31-33, are taken from the Song 
of Moaea which he uttered shortly 
before his death, warning the 
Israelites to be true to the living 
God, whom he designates ss the 
Rock. “For their rock Is not as 
our Rock, Even our enemies them­ 
selves being judges,” he says. The 
gods of other peoples was not as 
the Lord God of Israel, is his 
meaning, as even their enemies 
acknowledged on several occa­ 
sions. 
He compares Israel’s privileges 
with those of the pagan people 
around them, saying that these 
people were of the same type aa 
the wicked of the two destroyed 
cities. 
Our lesson is entitled, “The Al­ 
cohol Problem: Past and Present.” 
In the verses assigned to us from 
Amos, the writer pictures the lux­ 
urious life of the rich and thought­ 
less in that day. 
They Take Their Ease 
They “lie upon beds of ivory,” 
he says, “and stretch themselves 
upon the couches, and eat the 
lambs out of the flock, and the 
calves out t>f the midst of the 
stall; 
“That sing idle songs to the 
viol; that invent for themselves 
instruments of music, like David; 
“That drink wine in bowls, and 
anoint themselves with the chief 
oils; but they are not grieved for 
the affliction of Joseph.” 
Stretching themselves out on 
luxurious couches inside of sitting 
to eat; drinking great bowls of 
intoxicating liquor, instead qf the 
usual goblets; eating of the best 
food in the land, while others went 
cold, tired and hungry, and they 
took no heed. These were the sins 
for which it is said. “Woe unto 
them,” and they are told, “they 
now go captive with the first that 
go captive; and the revelry of 
them that stretched themselves 
shall pass away." 
In the whole history of the 
world, the alcohol problem has 
been with us. Following in its 
wake have come many other prob­ 
lems. Expenditures for intoxicat­ 
ing liquors top those for educa­ 
tion; there are many more sa­ 
loons than there are churches, snd 
billions of dollars are spent on al­ 
cohol. Arrests for drunkenness; 
accidents and deaths, as well as 
crimes, all are laid at the door of 
excessive drinking. It ruins people 
physically and morally. It Is in­ 
deed literally true as our Golden 
T txt says, that, “The way of the 
wicked shall perish."

| other hand, little business is lik e a rab­ 
bit. 
It starts faster and can hop in any 
direction.” 
Mr. Williams does not say so, but per­ 
haps one reason for deficiencies in U. S. 
fighter planes has been the fact that U. S. 
factories tooled up for 
one model, then 
were unable to change in a hurr \. 
i 
British mistak es which Williams believes 
the United States might profit from in­ 
clude : 
1. 
Pirating labor. 
British law now 
forbids a factory work er to change his job 
without the consent of 
the government. 
This is to 
prevent big firms from hiring 
men way from little firms. 
2. 
Priorities. 
When a British manu­ 
facturer gets a war order, an order for 
raw materials is attached to the contract. 
This is automatic, and there is no worry 
about priorities. 
3. 
Drafting men from industry to the 
army . 
Britain did this at first, then had 
to send them back . There is no use having 
a big army in the field, say s Williams, if 
there are not enough men at home to k eep 
it properly equipped. 
Meanwhile, 70 percent of Britain’s am­ 
munition is turned out by factories em­ 
ploy ing 50 w ork ers or less.

Your Chances of 
a Golden W edding 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


IN THIS YEAR of m arriages 
and more m arriages, presumably 
every y oung couple look s 
forward 
to 
the happiness 
of celebrating 
their golden wedding anniversary . 
So fa r as hy giene and medical 
science are concerned, the chances

are better than they ever were. 
Medical science holds 
no preven­ 
tive remedies for divorce, nor can 
all the endocrinologists on earth, 
shovelling estrogens into the m ar­ 
ried couples lik e Kentuck y miner*, 
k eep love from growing cool. Even 
cold. 
But as a strictly scientific prop­ 
osition based on the lengthening of 
the life span and the phenomenon 
of longevity in our time (under 
natural, not warlik e condit:ons), 
the chances of a golden wedding, 
according to statistics, arc twice 
as good 
as they were. 
It depends, naturally , on 
the 
ages of the contracting parties, 
but for a girl of 21 y ears who mar­ 
ries a man five y ears older the 
chances arc I to 5 that they 
will 
survive together for a half cen­ 
tury . According to the health con­ 
ditions of 50 y ears * go, the chances 
were I in IO. lf the bride is 25 
y ears of age and the groom 
30, 
the chances of 
a golden wedding 
are now I in IO and 50 y ears ago 
they were I ir. 20. 
Chances of Silver Wedding 
The chances of a silver wedding 
a nnive rsa ry are astonishingly 
good. For a bride of 26 or y ounger 
and a groom five y ears her senior, 
the chances are 3 in 4; if the 
groom 
is the same age, the chances 
are 4 in 5. The chances were only 
I in 2 in 189 0. 
Nobody ought to fail to cele­ 
brate the tin anniversary — the 
10th y ear. For brides up to the 
age of 38 and grooms of the same 
age, the chances are 9 in IO, and 
also for brides up to 84 if the 
groom is five y ears older, liven 
for a woman who m arries as late 
as her 45th y ear the chances are 
4 in 5. The bride of 45 ha about 
the same chance of celebrating her 
silver wedding anniversary as the 
bride of 18 has of celebrating her 
golden anniversary . 
The causes and factors which 
enter into this 
improvement 
are 
many . Few of us realize what a 
revolution in 
healthy living bab 
its has tak en place ainee 1*9 0. 
Food 
is better, more plentiful, 
more varied, due to 
better trans­ 
portation and 
refrigeration. There 
are no seasona variations 
in our 
food supply . 
People have learned mon *en 


sible eating habits. The infectious 
diseases are under control. M ater­ 
nal m ortality is greatly improved 
and -„e have smaller families. 
Childbearing put a great strain on 
the wife of a few' generations ago. 
My grandfather m arried and had 
six or seven children til! his wife 
gave up and died. Then he m ar­ 
ried a widow with one child and 
they proceeded to foist on a fron­ 
tier community six more children. 
It certainly made a mix-ur as to 
who was the cousin of whom in my 
generation, but that was a mild 
case. With families of a dozen or 
more with one mother, the wome* 
simply couldn’t Uk e it.

I tak e it from 
what y ou say that y our*, being 
accompanied by nervousness, is of 
the ty pe in which excessive thy ­ 
roid secretion is absorbed into the 
blood. Most 
of these cases eventu­ 
ally return to normal, although 
the time required is q lite long, en 
the average four y ears. Surgical 
removal in 
most cases causes a 
rapid disappearance of sy mptoms*. 
It is considered a major operation. 
The entire gland is not removed, 
so the worries suggested in y our 
fourth question are not im portant. 
There is another ty pe of enlarged 
thy roid which doe* not get better 
with rent and time and should be 
removed immediately . So y ou see 
y our question w as not an easy one 
to answer. T hat is w hy I think ll 
such questions should be answered 
by the family phy sician, who has 
an opportunity to judge what k ind 
of case he is dealing with.

NELSON DELAYS ON PLAN 
W 
ASHINGTON: — About three weeks 
ago Lou Holland, Deputy WPB Ad­ 
ministrator for small business, placed be­ 
fore his chief, Donald Nelson, an organi­ 
zation chart showing how the small fac­ 
tories of the nation, hundreds of them now 
idle, could help produce war supplies. 
Holland worked out his chart to solve 
one of the most important problems of the 
war — spreading war orders among little 
business. Two people before him have 
tackled this problem, but failed. Because 
of those failures, a disgusted Congress ap­ 
propriated $150,000,000 specifically for 
small factory war orders, and created the 
Small War Plant's Corporation w hich Hol­ 
land heads. 
But despite the 
importance of the 
problem, three w eeks have passed and not 
even a peep has come from Nelson’s office 
regarding Holland’s proposed set-up for 
small business. 


HAT PROBLEM 
A FEMININE commentator on thjs and 
" that tells of a young man and young 
lady who met in a hotel lobby, and the man 
after a cursory glance remarked, "I love 
your hat I’’ But after committing himself 
and taking another look, he wasn’t so sure. 
He liked whatever it was, but he asked 
doubtfully, "It IS a hat, isn’t it?" 
Perhaps millions of men latterly have 
found themselves in the same state of con­ 
fusion. 
It is the latest phase of an eter­ 
nal problem. A woman’s hat, apparently, 
may be a noble and symmetrical structure, 
or it may take any one of a hundred 
shapes. 
It may cover the head, or perch 
precariously over one eye, or hang down 
the back of the neck, and so on. But still 
the wearer is likely, in case of expressed 
doubt, to refer to it as “her hat." and for 
all practical purposes that settles tile mat­ 
ter. 
A mans hat, fortunately, is still a hat, 
in spite of some 
rather weird malforma­ 
tions. One analyst says: “You won’t see 
men wearing feathered pancakes or flow­ 
ering crullers or birds’ wings or anything 
like that." And yet, to a Man from Mars, 
the stiff and ugly hats worn by men might 
look queerer than women’s. The most ar­ 
tistic thing, perhaps, in botli cases, would 
be to wear no hats at all. But what would 
become, then, of the hat business'* 


Donald Nelson maintains that “we’re 
fighting the Axis— not each other," but a 
lot of fellows at Washington don’t seem to 
see it yet. 


BRITISH BOOM SMALL BUSINESS 
Meanwhile, the 
British 
Government 
has shown how 
important it considers 
small business by sending to Washington 
H e d le y Williams, a regional administrator 
of the Ministry’ of Production. 
“lf it had not been for small factories," 
Williams has told U. S. production chiefs, 
“w e w ould have been lost long ago. Frank­ 
ly I think one of your troubles has been 
that of placing too much reliance on big 
business." 
“Big Business," according to Williams, 
“is like a rhinoceros. 
Once it gets started 
it has terrific momentum. 
But it is hard 
to start, and it can’t turn easily. And in 
this w ar you may have to junk an airplane 
model overnight and build a different one 
to beat the latest Nazi invention. On the 
other hand, little business is like a rab­ 
bit. 
It starts faster and can hop in any 
direction." 
Mr. Williams does not say so, but per­ 
haps one reason for deficiencies in U. S. 
fighter planes has been the fact that U. S. 
factories tooled up for 
one model, then 
were unable to change in a hurry. 
British mistakes which Williams believes 
the United States might profit from in­ 
clude : 
1. 
Pirating labor. 
British law now 
forbids a factory worker to change his job 
without the consent of 
the government. 
This is to prevent big finns from hiring 
men way from little firms. 
2. 
Priorities. 
When a Britisii manu­ 
facturer gets a war order, an order for 
raw materials is attached to the contract. 
This is automatic, and there is no worry 
about priorities. 
3. 
Drafting men from industry to the 
army. 
Britain did this at first, then had 
to send them back. There is no use having 
a big army in the field, says Williams, if 
there are not enough men at home to keep 
it properly equipped. 
Meanwhile, 70 percent of Britain’s am­ 
munition is turned out by factories em­ 
ploying 50 workers or less.

Your Chances of 
a Golden Wedding 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN THIS YEAR of marriages 
and more marriages, presumably 
every young couple looks forward 
to the happiness of celebrating 
their golden wedding anniversary. 
So far as hygiene and medical 
science are concerned, the chance*

ar* better than they ever were. 
Medical science holds no preven­ 
tive remedies for divorce, nor can 
all the endocrinologists en (Mirth, 
shovelling estrogens into tho mar­ 
ried couples like Kentucky miners, 
keep love from growing cool. Evan 
cold. 
But as a strictly scientific prop­ 
osition based on the lengthening of 
the life span and the phenomenon 
of longevity in our time (under 
natural, not warlike conditions), 
the chances of a golden wedding, 
according to statistics, are twice 
as good as they were. 
It depends, naturally, on the 
ages of the contracting parties, 
but for a girl of 21 years who mar­ 
ries a man five years older the 
chances arc I to 5 that they will 
survive together for a half cen­ 
tury. According to the health con­ 
ditions of 50 years go, the chances 
were I in IO. If the bride is 25 
year* of age and the groom 30, 
th* chances of a golden weddtng 
are now I in IO and 50 years ago 
they were I ir. 20. 
Chances of Silver Wedding 
The chances of a silver wedding 
anniversary are astonishingly 
good. For a bride of 26 or younger 
and a groom five years her senior, 
the chances are 3 in 4; if the 
groom is the same age, the chances 
are 4 in 5. The chances were only 
I in 2 in 1890. 
Nobody ought to fail to cele­ 
brate the tin anniversary — tha 
10th year. For brides up to the 
age of 88 and grooms of the same 
age, the chances are 9 in IO. and 
also for brides up to 84 if the 
groom is five year* older. Even 
for a woman who marries as late 
aa her 45th year the chances are 
4 in 5. The bride of 45 ha> about 
the same chance of celebrating her 
•liver wedding anniversary as the 
bride of 18 has of celebrating her 
golden anniversary. 
The causes and factors which 
enter into this improvement are 
many. Few of us realize what a 
revolution in healthy livm™ hab- 
ita has taken place since 1690. 
Food is better, more plentiful, 
more varied, due to better trans­ 
portation and refrigeration. There 
are no seasons variations in our 
food supply. 
People have learned more *en- 


sible eating habits. The infections 
di*ea«es are under control. Mater­ 
nal mortality is greatly improved 
and ,.e have smaller families. 
Childbearing put a great strain on 
the wife of a few generations ago. 
My grandfather married and had 
six or seven children till his w ilt 
gave up and died. Then he mar­ 
ried a widow with on* child and 
they proceeded to foist on a fron­ 
tier community six more children. 
It certainly made a mix-np as to 
who was th* cousin of whom In my 
generation, but that was a mild 
case. With families of a dozen or 
more with one mother, the women 
simply couldn't take it. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
II. N: I. Is there any cure for 
an enlarged thyroid gland beside* 
surgery? 2. Is this considered a 
very serious operation, and about 
how long would one be away from 
work to have it done?

4. la rot the thyroid gland an im­ 
portant organ of one’s system, and 
would not the removal of it impair 
certain functions and thus causa 
a great decrease or increase of 
weight? 
Answer: There are many kinds 
of enlarged thyroid glands. Some 
are simple and due to lack of 
iodine in the food. I take it from 
what you Ray that yours, being 
accompanied by nervousness, is of 
the type in which excessive thy­ 
roid secretion is absorbed into th* 
blood. Most of those cases eventu­ 
ally return to normal, although 
the time required is q lite long, en 
the average four years. .Surgical 
removal in most cases causes a 
rapid disappearance of symptoms. 
It is considered a major operation. 
The entire gland is not removed, 
so the worries suggested in your 
fourth question are not important. 
There is another type of enlarged 
thyroid which doe* not get better 
with rest and time and should be 
removed immediately. So you see 
your question was not an easy one 
to answer. That is w by I think ll 
such questions should be answered 
by the family physician, who has 
an opportunity to judge what kind 
of case he is dealing w ith.
